Tuk new  Life-Saving Appliances 
Rules of the Board of Trade, require 
vessels to be equipped with enough 
boats and rafts to cary all on board, 
both passengers ‘and. crew. This 
menns 2 great changé for passenger 
steamers, for it has hitherto not been 
considered commercially possible to 


equip them with sufficient boats to {'’ 


carry the immense numbers who cross 
the -ocean in them,” So far tho 
solution of the problem has generally 
been sought in the use of =.collapsible 
boats; but these are, at the “best, 
somewhat of a make-shift, and in 
future vessels quite different arrange- 
ments will -havé’ to be adopted, 
Probably there is no nayal architect, 
and but few shipbuilders, who aro 
not considering the question, and get 
ting out new plans for stowing and 
latinching boats from ships, The gist 
of the recommendations of Sir John 
Biles’'s Committee on, Boats and
